freezing a year ago, a crop amou nt­ 
ing to 250,000 crates was cou nted 
u pon for the next few months. 
The Bahamas formerly fu rnished 
the main su pply, which was canned 
in small sailing vessels taking fou r to 
five days to reach this port, while 
u nfavorab le winds made a voyage of 
20 days not u nu su al.

the waiters in one of the b iggest 
restaurants 
in 
Chinatown 
when 
asked what the place oilers to eat. 
Chow chop suey is the Chinese 
hash. 
It is made of little pieces of 
pork chopped up with onions and 
Chinese w ater b eans. 
Other ingre­ 
dients are supposed to b e pieces of 
shark’s fins, which taste like sea­ 
soned solo leather, little pieces of 
chicken—and they are v ery little and 
scarce in the ordinary dish—and 
some b irds’ nest; although the ordi­ 
nary diner need not b e afraid of 
getting any of this Chinese luxury 
iv ith his chop suey. 
The most re­ 
markab le feature of 
the Chinese 
restaurants is their cheapness.

15 cents one can get enough chop
